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AIDS,  foster  care,  Washington  march  dominate 

Not  Just  Proud,  Defiant!

BOSTON  —  “Out  for  Good” 
was  the  theme  of  Boston’s  17th  an¬ 
nual  gay/lesbian  Pride  day 
demonstration  and  rally,  held  here 
June  13.  But  it  was  AIDS,  the 
state’s  homophobic  foster  care 
policy,  and  the  upcoming  October 
Gay/Lesbian  March  on  Wash¬ 
ington  which  dominated  the  event. 
Pride  organizers  estimated  the 
crowd  at  50,000  while  Boston 
police  put  the  figure  at  35-40,000, 
Boston’s  largest  pride  demonstra¬ 
tion  by  either  count,  with  people 
coming  from  Maine,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  Rhode  Island,  western 
Mass.,  New  York  City  and  the 
metropolitan  Boston  area. 

Hundreds  of  political,  social, 
community  and  religious  groups 
carried  colorful  banners  as  mar¬ 
chers  wove  through  the  city,  chan¬ 
ting,  cheering,  and  celebrating  the 
anniversary  of  the  1969  Stonewall 
Rebellion  which  sparked  this 
country’s  most  recent  wave  of  gay 
liberation.  While  each  group  had 
its  own  banners  and  signs,  Gay 
and  Lesbian  Defense  Committee 
(GLDC)  “Foster  Equality’’ 
stickers  could  be  seen  everywhere, 
capturing  the  community’s  anger 
at  Governor  Michael  Dukakis’s 
anti-gay  foster  care  policy.  Mar¬ 
chers  had  woken  up  that  morning 
to  an  article  in  the  Boston  Globe  in 
which  Dukakis  reaffirmed  his 
policy.  Many  wondered  if  he  had 
realized  the  significance  of  the  tim¬ 
ing  of  his  announcement  as  word 
quickly  spread  through  the  crowd. 


In  response,  GLDC  called  for  a 
demonstration  at  a  fundraiser 
Monday  night  for  Dukakis’s 
presidential  campaign.  (See  story 
page  3.) 

Starting  at  Boston  City  Hall 
Plaza,  winding  around  downtown 
Boston,  and  ending  up  at  the 
Common,  the  march  was  led  by 
Dykes  on  Bikes,  followed  by  the 
Lesbian/Gay  Freedom  Trail 
Band,  the  AIDS  Action  Commit¬ 
tee  (AAC),  several  lesbian/gay 
neighborhood  associations,  gay 
fathers  groups,  student  groups, 
the  GLDC,  March  on  Washington 
Committee,  Reproductive  Rights 
Network  (R2N2),  Black  and  White 
Men  Together,  Boston  Asian  Gay 
Men  and  Lesbians  and  hundreds 
more,  marchers  approached  the 
State  House,  they  were  met  by  an 
effigy  of  Gov.  Dukakis  with  the 
words  “You  can  have  a  roof  over 
your  head,  but  no  children  under 
it”  and  GLDC  members  chanting 
“Stick  it  to  the  Duke,  stick  it  on 
the  stone  wall.”  As  each  con¬ 
tingent  walked  by,  hundreds  of 
“Foster  Equality”  stickers  were 
placed  on  the  wall  in  front  of  the 
State  House  to  protest  the  policy. 
Marla  Erlien,  a  member  of  GLDC, 
told  GCN,  “We  did  the  action  at 
the  State  House  again  this  year  to 
renew  our  commitment  to  ending 
the  foster  care  policy.  We  wanted 
to  engage  as  many  gays  and  les¬ 
bians  in  that  activity  to  let  them 
know  about  GLDC,  our  gay/les¬ 
bian  visibility  campaign,  and  be¬ 


cause  this  whole  last  week  the 
Boston  Globe  has  been  publicizing 
the  way  in  which  Dukakis  has  been 
digging  in  his  heels  around  the 
policy.” 

The  rally  following  the  march 
was  emceed  by  two  couples:  Jen¬ 
nifer  Abod  and  Angela  Bowen  and 
Will  Hutchinson  and  Kevin 
McFadden.  It  featured  enter¬ 
tainers  from  Boston’s  hit  musical 
“Ten  Percent  Review,”  the 
United  Fruit  Company,  Lucy  Blue 
Tremblay,  Sue  Ryder  and  others. 
Speakers  included  radical  lawyer 
Katherine  Triantafillou,  City 
Councilor  David  Scondras,  Black 
gay  firefighter  Robert  Jackson, 
GLDC  member  Mara  Math, 
March  on  Washington  organizer 
Melissa  Herbert;  Paul  Cronan,  a 
person  with  AIDS  who  has  been 
battling  discrimination  at  New 
England  Telephone  Co.;  John  and 
Josephine  Politano,  whose  son 
John  recently  died  of  AIDS;  Scott 
Kennedy  and  Cheryl  Hern  from 
the  Boston  Alliance  of  Gay/Les¬ 
bian  Youth  (BAGLY);  and 
Pamela  Slycord  of  the  Committee 
to  Free  Sharon  Kowalski. 

Larry  Kessler  of  AAC  oversaw 
the  release  of  600  green  balloons, 
symbolizing  the  600  people  who 
have  died  of  AIDS  in  Massachu¬ 
setts  and  asked  the  crowd  to  join 
him  for  a  moment  of  silence. 
Meanwhile,  a  plane  sponsored  by 
the  Reproductive  Rights  Network 
(R2N2)  circled  above,  trailing  the

After  three  years  of  detention  in  S.  African  jail 

Nkoli  to  Testify  in  Treason

JOHANNESBURG  —  Black 
gay  anti-apartheid  activist  Simon 
Nkoli  will  take  the  witness  stand 
this  month  in  answer  to  charges  he 
and  21  others  threatened  the  sec¬ 
urity  of  the  South  African  white 
government.  The  infamous 
Delmas  Treason  Trial  against  the 
“Vaal  22”  is  entering  its  seventeenth 
month  despite  evidence  that  the 
presiding  judge  has  broken  the 
law.  If  the  defendants  are  found 
guilty  of  the  specific  charges  of 
subversion,  treason  and  conspir¬ 


acy  to  murder,  they  could  face  the 
death  penalty. 

The  defense  for  the  group  is  ac¬ 
cusing  the  judge,  Supreme  Court 
Justice  Kees  Van  Dijkhorst,  of  il¬ 
legally  dismissing  the  only  state 
representative  in  the  trial  who 
might  be  sympathetic  to  them.  But 
Van  Dijkhorst  has  rejected  their 
arguments  and  intends  to  continue 
proceedings. 

Charges  against  the  Vaal  22  were 
brought  in  June  1984  after  resid¬ 
ents  of  the  Black  townships  sur¬ 


rounding  Johannesburg  revolted 
against  rent  hikes  imposed  by 
government-appointed  local  coun¬ 
cillors.  In  the  ensuing  violence, 
five  councillors  were  killed.  Subse¬ 
quently,  police  arrested  22  com¬ 
munity-based  anti-apartheid  activ¬ 
ists  who  had  been  involved  in  or¬ 
ganizing  opposition  to  the  rent 
hikes. 

One  of  the  22  was  Simon  Nkoli, 
a  leading  Black  gay  activist  and  a 
member  of  the  Gay  Association  of 
South  Africa.  He  was  the 
organizer  of  the  Saturday  Group, 
an  inter-racial  gay  group  in  the 
Black  township  of  Soweto  and  was 
previously  a  leader  in  anti¬ 
apartheid  student  politics. 

Nkoli  and  others  were  held  in 
solitary  confinement  under  South 
African  emergency  regulations  for 
more  than  a  year  before  they  were 
officially  charged.  In  January 
1986,  the  trial  finally  got  under¬ 
way.  Since  several  of  those  charg¬ 
ed  are  top  leaders  of  the  United 
Democratic  Front  (UDF),  the 
country’s  major  legal  anti¬ 
apartheid  coalition,  the  case  has 
become  one  of  South  Africa’s 
most  celebrated  since  the  treason 
trial  of  the  ANC’s  (African  Na¬ 
tional  Congress)  Nelson  Mandela 
in  the  1960s. 

The  state’s  case  has  been  reveal¬ 
ed  as  exceptionally  weak  as  the 
marathon  trial  progresses.  Little 
evidence  links  any  of  the  accused 
to  actual  acts  of  violence  during 
the  unrest.  In  November  1986, 
Judge  Van  Dijkhorst  was  obliged 
to  dismiss  charges  against  three 
defendants  who  had  not  even  been 
mentioned  in  the  government’s 
depositions.  Six  others  were  releas-

Foster  Bill 


Passes

BOSTON  —  It  was  not  a  great 
week  for  lesbian  and  gay  activists 
in  Massachusetts.  First  Governor 
Michael  Dukakis  announced  he 
would  not  alter  the  state’s  con¬ 
troversial  foster  care  placement 
policy  which  has  prevented  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men  from  becoming 
foster  parents  (see  story,  page  3). 
It  got  worse  when  Human  Services 


Commissioner  Philip  Johnston 
came  out  in  full  support  of 
Dukakis’s  statement.  Then  to  top 
it  all  off,  the  Senate  passed  a 
budget  amendment  which  would 
ban  lesbian,  bisexual  and  gay 
foster  parenting,  adoption  and 
state-funded  child  care  work. 

Dukakis  on  the  line

ed  on  bail.  Van  Dijkhorst  con¬ 
tinues  to  refuse  bail  to  the  remain¬ 
ing  13  prisoners. 

Late  in  March  of  this  year  the 
trial  was  thrown  into  further  con¬ 
troversy  as  the  judge  suddenly 
removed  one  of  the  court’s  des¬ 
ignated  lay  assessors,  Professor 
W.  A.  Joubert.  In  South  Africa, 
criminal  cases  are  decided  by  a 
judge  sitting  with  two  laypersons, 
called  assessors,  who  advise  him 
on  matters  of  fact  and  credibility. 

Joubert  was  dismissed  after  it 
was  learned  that  he  had  once  sign¬ 
ed  a  petition  of  more  than  one 
million  signatures  collected  by  the 
UDF  in  opposition  to  a  new  South 
African  constitution  excluding 
Blacks  from  all  political  life. 

The  fired  assessor  responded  by 
accusing  the  judge  of  holding  pro¬ 
government  political  views. 
Joubert  also  revealed  that  the  se¬ 
cond  assessor,  W.  F.  Krugel, 
belongs  to  a  white  racist  secret 
society  called  the  Afrikaner 
Broederbond.  He  said  he  felt  his 
presence  in  the  court  had  been  “an 
important  countervailing  in¬ 
fluence  to  balance”  the  judge’s 
own  views:  “If  my  [openly  ex¬ 
pressed]  political  disposi¬ 
tions.  .  .constitute  a  reason  why  I 
should  recuse  myself  [resign],  then 
for  the  same  reason  the  presiding 
judge  should  recuse  himself.” 

Although  the  court’s  impartiali¬ 
ty  was  no  longer  credible,  Van  Di¬ 
jkhorst  refused  to  appoint  a  new 
assessor  and  decided  to  continue 
the  trial  with  Krugel  as  his  only  ad¬ 
visor,  a  move  unprecedented  in 
South  African  law.

ment  was  identical  to  a  budget 
amendment  passed  by  the  House 
on  May  15.  Only  a  veto  from 
Dukakis  will  prevent  it  from 
becoming  law.  Introduced  in  the 
Senate  by  Arthur  Lewis 
(D-Boston),  the  amendment  states 
that  “homosexual  or  bisexual 
orientation  shall  be  considered  an 
obstacle  to  the  psychological  and 


physical  well-being  of  a  child.” 
The  amendment  passed  22-15. 

The  June  16  Senate  vote  caught 
lesbian  and  gay  activists  by  sur¬ 
prise;  they  had  been  assured  by 
liberal  legislators  that  the  amend¬ 
ment  woud  never  reach  the  Senate 
floor.  “People  are  furious  that  it 
passed  and  that  people  in  the 
Senate  obviously  were  not  speak¬ 
ing  frankly  with  gay  and  lesbian 
lobbyists  and  people  working  on 
the  hill,”  said  Gay  and  Lesbian 
Defense  Committee  (GLDC) 
member  Sarah  Holmes.  “The  in¬ 
formation  we  had  was  that  the  on¬ 
ly  amendment  that  might  get 
through  would  be  a  watered-down 
version.  The  entire  community 
was  misled.”  As  GCN  goes  to 
press,  GLDC  is  deciding  how  to 
respond  to  the  Senate  vote. 

If  a  watered-down  version  of  the 
amendment  had  passed  the  Senate 
it  would  have  been  sent  to  joint 
conference  committee.  A  number 
of  politicians  had  assured  lesbian 
and  gay  activists  that  even  a  wat¬ 
ered-down  version  would  die  in 
committee. 

According  to  Dukakis’s  press 
secretary,  Jim  Dorsey,  the  Gover¬ 
nor  opposes  the  foster  care  amend¬ 
ment.  But,  said  Dorsey,  it  is 
unclear  whether  Dukakis  can  veto 
the  amendment  without  eradic¬ 
ating  the  entire  Dept,  of  Social 
Services  (DSS)  budget.  “Constitu¬ 
tionally,  he  does  have  a  line-item

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Dukakis  to  Veto? 

BOSTON  —  As  GCN  goes  to  press.  Governor  Michael 
Dukakis  has  told  reporters  in  New  York  that  he  may  veto  the 
budget  amendment  which  would  categorically  ban  lesbian,  gay 
and  bisexual  foster  parenting  and  adoption.  According  to 
Dukakis’s  press  secretary  Jim  Dorsey,  Dukakis  said,  “If  there  is 
language  in  the  budget  with  which  I  do  not  agree,  then  I  will  exer¬ 
cise  my  right  to  veto  that  language.  I  believe  1  have  that  right  and  1 
believe  I  have  exercised  it  in  the  past. 

“I  haven’t  seen  the  form  [of  the  budget  amendment].  I 
haven’t  even  looked  at  it.  But  from  reports  I’ve  seen  it’s  not  a 
policy  I  agree  with.” 

When  asked  directly  by  a  reporter  whether  he  would  veto  the 
amendment,  Dukakis  said,  “I  never  answer  questions  about 
hypothetical  vetoes.”

message:  “Sexual  Freedom 
Now!” 

Katherine  Triantafillou  spoke 
about  anti-gay  violence  and  made 
connections  between  violence,  the 
foster  care  policy  and  homo¬ 
phobia.  ‘‘I  consider  that  policy 
violent  to  me,  and  to  the  children 
and  the  human  spirit,”  she  said, 
“It  is  violence  because  it  presumes 
the  worst  in  all  of  us  and  is  based 
on  the  words  we  have  heard  all  our 
lives:  child  molester,  queer,  fag¬ 
got,  pervert,  deviant,  unfit,  sick, 
and  unworthy.  As  social  policy  it 
encourages  and  legitimizes 
violence  against  us,  because  it 
perpetuates  those  negative 
stereotypes.”  Later  she  told  the 
crowd,  “We  are  here  today. .  .to 
continue  to  celebrate  our  identity 
proudly. . ..  This  is  an  act  of  sur¬ 
vival.  . ..  This  is  a  ritual  to  reaf¬ 


Duke  scapegoated  us. .  .a  conve¬ 
nient  and  particularly  vulnerable 
group  in  light  of  AIDS  hysteria  — 
so  he  would  tone  down  his  liberal 
image.  An  interesting  point  in  the 
Globe  article  is  that  it  is  said  the 
Dukakis  administration  is  split  — 
some  people  are  advising  him  to 
keep  the  policy  to  woo  the  conser¬ 
vatives,  and  some  people  are  say¬ 
ing  to  get  rid  of  the  policy  to  get  rid 
of  the  gay  protesters.  But  is  there 
no  one  advising  him.  .  .to  get  rid 
of  the  policy  because  it’s  wrong?” 

Mark  Pfetsch,  a  person  with 
AIDS  and  a  Quaker,  stated,  “1  am 
a  tired,  polite  fellow,  but  I  am  tired 
of  being  polite. ...  I  am  angry  at 
the  government’s  reckless  disre¬ 
gard  for  life.  The  government’s 
lack  of  action  in  funding  AIDS 
research,  treatment  and  education 
is  an  embarrassment.  The  govern¬

firm  our  faith  in  our  chosen 
families  and  to  show  the  world 
that  we  are  not  one  or  two  isolated 
avowed  deviants,  but  thousands 
upon  thousands  of  individuals 
from  all  walks  of  life  from  all 
spheres  of  society,  from  all  across 
the  nation.” 

David  Scondras,  Boston’s  only 
openly  gay  City  Council  member, 
urged  the  crowd  to  go  to  Wash¬ 
ington  in  October.  “We’re  mar¬ 
ching  to  Washington  to  demand 
our  share  of  the  billions  we’ve  sent 
there  out  of  our  pockets. .  .to  be 
spent  on  our  needs  and  the  greatest 
need  of  our  straight  brothers  and 
sisters  as  well  as  ourselves  —  a 
crash  program  to  cure  AIDS  and 
teach  safe  sex  now.  We 
are  offended  and  insulted  as  a 
community  that  this  country  still 
spends  more  money  on  advertising 
soap  than  teaching  safer  sex,  more 
money  on  researching  war  toys  to 
kill  people  than  moral  research  to 
save  the  lives  of  billions  across  the 
planet.  We’re  going  to  Washing¬ 
ton  to  make  a  lot  of  noise,  because 
we  have  accomplished  more  in  the 
last  18  years  since  Stonewall  mak¬ 
ing  a  lot  of  noise  than  in  the 
preceding  200  years  of  silence.” 

GLDC  speaker  Mara  Math  told 
the  crowd,  “The  Duke  has  dis¬ 
played  with  this  foster  care  policy 
a  cynical  amorality  of  far  more 
relevance  and  consequence  than 
whom  Gary  Hart  did  or  did  not 
crawl  into  bed  with.  Acting  on  a 
combination  of  personal  bigotry 
and  political  expediency,  the 


ment’s  silence  stinks  of  moral 
stupidity ....  The  national  govern¬ 
ment  is  a  group  of  second  rate 
criminals.  Their  silence,  their 
passivity,  their  arrogance  is  killing 
us.  Our  government,  by  its  own 
slow  amoral  response  is  guilty  of 
genocide. .  .20,000  plus  and  coun¬ 
ting  every  life  genocide.  I  am 
also  very  angry  at  institutionalized 
religion.  In  many  cases  it  has  mis¬ 
erably  failed  to  reach  out,  and  in 
many  cases  organized  religion  has 
contributed  to  a  climate  of  hatred 
and  intolerance  by  reinforcing  and 
perpetuating  homophobia.” 

As  GCN  goes  to  press,  Steven 
Michalowski,  another  person  with 
AIDS  who  was  scheduled  to  speak 
but  was  too  ill  to  attend  the  rally, 
has  died.  Michalowski,  of  Sharon, 
Mass.,  was  a  member  of  the  Pride 
Committee  for  many  years;  he  had 
seved  as  both  vice-president  and 
co-coordinator. 

While  the  emcees  and  almost 
every  speaker  mentioned  the  up¬ 
coming  March  on  Washington  and 
civil  disobedience  at  the  Supreme 
Court,  Melissa  Herbert  read  a 
speech  collectively  written  by  the 
March  on  Washington  Commit¬ 
tee.  “We’re  going  to 
Washington,”  she  told  those  still 
on  the  Common  near  the  end  of 
the  rally,  “because  we’re 
angry....  We’re  going  to 
Washington  to  tell  the  Supreme 
Court  that  they  do  not  have  the 
right  to  criminalize  our  sexuality 
or  define  our  pleasures.  We’re  go¬ 
ing  to  Washington  to  say  the 


Reagan  administration  is  directly 
responsible  for  those  who  die  of 
AIDS,  because  they  are  not  being 
educated,  because  their  needles  are 
being  confiscated,  because  as 
Blacks  or  Hispanics  they’ve  been 
regarded  as  expendable  people .... 
We’re  going  to  Washington  to 
say...  no  to  mandatory  test¬ 
ing  ...  no  to  abstinence  as  a  defini¬ 
tion  of  safe  sex,  or  monogamy  as 
the  only  cure  for  AIDS.”  Herbert 
let  people  know  that  this  would 
not  be  the  first  time  many  of  us 
had  been  to  Washington.  “We 
first  marched  on  Washington  for 
Gay  Rights  in  1979.  It’s  been  a 
while  since  we’ve  gone  to 
Washington  as  lesbians  and  gay 


tion  of  people  of  color  as  speakers 
and  entertainers  at  the  rally.  Mat¬ 
thew  Hayes  of  the  Pride  commit¬ 
tee  responded  to  the  criticism  by 
telling  GCN,  “Everyone  who  sub¬ 
mitted  a  proposal  to  the  Pride 
committe  was  allowed  to  speak. 
We  talked  about  this  issue  a  lot. 
We  wanted  more  people  of  color 
represented  on  the  stage  and  we 
did  go  directly  to  some  groups  and 
ask  them  to  submit  proposals.” 
According  to  Catherine  Lohr,  also 
of  the  Pride  Committee,  “People 
of  color  were  represented  on  the 
Pride  Committee,  in  the  Pride 
Guide,  and  on  the  stage.” 

There  were  other  problems  dur¬ 
ing  the  day  as  well.  Not  long  after 


listen  to  the  speeches  in  the  shade. 
A  verbal  and  physical  fight  ensued 
betwen  the  boys  and  some  march 
participants,  resulting  in  several 
people  being  beaten,  though  no 
one  was  hurt  seriously.  Pride 
organizers  called  for  assistance 
from  the  stage,  having  been 
alerted  to  the  problems  by 
organizers  on  the  hill  with  walkie 
talkies.  The  police  were  called  in  to 
help,  but,  according  to  Pride 
organizers,  it  took  them  20  min¬ 
utes  to  respond.  “They  escorted 
them  to  the  edge  of  the  Common 
but  did  not  remove  them  from  the 
area,”  Lohr  told  GCN.  Hayes  said 
the  boys  had  to  be  removed  at  least 
six  times.  Liaison  Ann  Maguire  in¬

men  to  define  our  own  agenda.  We 
have  however  been  back  many 
times  since  1979:  we’ve  marched 
against  U.S.  intervention  in  Cen¬ 
tral  America  and  for  an  end  to 
apartheid  in  South  Africa,  we’ve 
marched  to  protect  abortion  rights 
for  all  women  and  for  fundamen¬ 
tal  equality  between  men  and 
women ....  Going  to  Washington, 
however,  is  not  about  one  day  or 
one  weekend.  It  is  about  what  hap¬ 
pens  before  and  after  the  day  of 
the  march  itself. .  .it’s  about  new 
conversations,  new  friends,  it’s 
about  the  new  challenges  we  face, 
the  new  ideas  that  come  into  public 
awareness  and  consciousness,  it’s 
about  a  public  dialogue  about  les- 
bian/gay  life,  lesbian/gay  sexuali¬ 
ty,  about  how  we  live  and  how  we 
love.”  She  urged  everyone  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  GLDC’s  march-inspired 
Visibility  Campaigns  “as  we  seize 
control  of  the  means  of  leisure  so 
that  public  space  such  as  the  Com¬ 
mon  you  are  now  on  is  no  longer 
straight  space  or  white  space,  but 
everyone’s  space.” 

Robert  Jackson,  a  Black  gay 
man  who  is  the  only  openly  gay 
member  of  Boston’s  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment,  was  one  of  the  very  last 
speakers.  He  was  also  one  of  only 
two  people  of  color  to  be  on  the 
Pride  stage,  the  other  being  emcee 
and  Black  lesbian  Angela  Bowen. 
Black  gay  drag  comedian  Bobby 
Ray  had  been  scheduled  to  per¬ 
form,  but  did  not  attend. 

Jackson  is  a  10-year  veteran  of 
the  Fire  Department  who  came  out 
publicly  in  April  at  a  City  Coun¬ 
cil  meeting  that  addressed  anti-gay 
violence.  He  talked  about  his  per¬ 
sonal  experience  as  an  out  gay  man 
in  the  Fire  Department,  and  what 
being  “out  for  good”  meant  to 
him.  “When  I  came  out  for  good, 
I  was  making  a  statement  to 
myself,  to  my  lover,  and  to  my 
community  and  gay  friends  that  I 
think  it’s  time  we  all  decided  to 
stop  taking  harassment  and  stop 
taking  homophobic  threats.” 

Several  people  commented  to 
GCN  about  the  lack  of  representa¬ 


the  march  began  it  was  divided  in¬ 
to  two  sections,  with  the  second 
section  about  25  minutes  behind 
the  first  group  and  representing 
approximately  one-third  of  the 
march.  According  to  Hayes,  a  bar 
truck  had  stopped  along  the  route 
and  had  an  impromptu  party  for 
about  20  minutes,  delaying  every¬ 
one  in  line  behind  it.  When  the  se¬ 
cond  half  of  the  march  reached 
Beacon  Street  they  were  told  by 
the  police  that  the  march  was  over. 
According  to  Ann  Fry,  who  was  in 
the  second  section,  “We  were 
stopped  by  a  policeman  who  told 
us  we  couldn’t  march  anymore, 
that  we  should  go  right  to  the 
Common  for  the  rally.  We  ignored 
him  and  kept  marching.  The  traf¬ 
fic  had  already  started  up  again. 
When  we  got  to  the  corner  of 
Charles  and  Boylston  Streets  we 
were  met  by  five  or  six  cops  and 
two  or  three  police  cars,  and  Ann 
Maguire  [Boston  Mayor  Raymond 
Flynn’s  liaison  to  the  lesbian/gay 
community].  The  police  told  us  to 
go  down  Charles  Street  to  the 
Common.  They  said  we  didn’t 
have  a  permit  for  this  second 
parade.  They  said,  ‘If  you  march 
now  you’ll  jeopardize  next  year’s 
march. .  .there  may  not  be  a 
march  next  year  if  you  go  through 
now.’  But  we  decided  we  wanted 
to  march  the  whole  route  and  we 
did,  chanting  the  whole  way.  We 
walked  by  the  State  House  and 
stickered  the  wall  with  ‘Foster 
Equality’  stickers.  No  one  from 
GLDC  was  there.”  GLDC  had  left 
the  State  House  15  minutes  earler, 
after  being  told  by  the  police  that 
the  second  part  of  the  march  had 
been  diverted  to  the  Common. 

Another  even  more  disturbing 
incident  occurred  during  the  rally. 
According  to  Hayes,  a  large  group 
of  teenage  boys  wandered  through 
the  crowd,  stopping  at  the 
Daughter’s  of  Bilitis  and  BAGLY 
tables  to  shout  and  make  homo- 
phobic  threats.  The  boys  went  up 
on  the  hill  by  the  monument 
overlooking  the  stage,  where  hun¬ 
dreds  of  participants  had  gone  to 


sists  the  police  responded  im¬ 
mediately:  “Within  two  or  three 
minutes  of  being  called  in,  they' 
were  there.” 

In  another  alarming  incident,  a 
woman  passed  out  in  the  stage  area 
and  Pride  organizers  called  Boston 
City  Emergency  Medical  Techni¬ 
cians  (EMTs).  According  to 
Hayes,  the  EMTs  were  “wearing 
big  yellow  gloves”  as  they  came 
out  of  their  truck.  “One  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  in  our  group  who  is  a  nurse,” 
Lohr  told  GCN,  “said  that  if  they 
came  out  with  those  gloves  on  they 
would  start  a  riot.”  The  EMTs 
finally  removed  their  gloves  and 
assisted  the  woman. 

The  relationship  between  the  ci¬ 
ty  and  Pride  organizers  also  seem¬ 
ed  strained,  with  some  organizers 
claiming  the  city  had  not  come 
through  as  promised.  One  com¬ 
plaint  was  that  the  city  had  failed  to 
construct  a  wheelchair  ramp  at  City 
Hall  Plaza,  forcing  the  beginning 
of  the  march  to  be  re-routed  to  ac¬ 
commodate  everyone.  Ann 
Maguire  told  GCN  the  City  had  ar¬ 
ranged  for  a  carpenter  to  build  the 
ramp  at  the  Plaza  as  well  as  the 
stage  and  a  ramp  on  the  Common, 
but  while  the  Common  work  was 
done,  the  carpenter  failed  to  con¬ 
struct  the  ramp  on  the  Plaza.  “It 
was  a  carpenter  error.  But  the  city 
did  support  this  event.  The  city 
donated  the  stage,  the  power,  the 
sound  system  and  came  up  with  a 
$1,000  check  for  the  Pride  Com¬ 
mittee  to  use  as  a  security  deposit 
for  the  Common,  which  we  agreed 
would  be  donated  to  the  committee 
after  the  rally.” 

One  conflict  with  the  city  re¬ 
mains.  The  Pride  Committee  has 
been  told  that  next  year  gay/les¬ 
bian  Pride  as  well  as  other  parades 
will  be  moved  from  Saturday  to 
Sunday.  According  to  Hayes, 
“They  didn’t  like  how  parades 
were  obstructing  traffic.  We  are 
still  going  to  ask  for  a  permit  for 
Saturday.  Moving  us  to  a  Sunday 
just  perpetuates  gay/lesbian  in¬ 
visibility.  We  won’t  be  moved  to.a 
Sunday  without  a  fight.”

challenged  by  the  defense,  which 
claimed  that  the  court  was  now 
“unlawfully  constituted”  and 
demanded  that  Van  Dijkhorst  step 
down  and  declare  a  mistrial.  “We 
have  seen  the  disappearance  of  the 
only  member  of  the  court  whom 
we  believed  was  not  hostile  to  us,” 
said  a  statement  from  the  defen¬ 
dants.  “We  have  been  told  that  a 
person  who  signed  the  million 
signature  declaration  is  not  fit  to 
be  a  member  of  the  court  that  tries 
us.  If  this  is  so,  we  cannot  accept 
that  a  member  of  the  Broederbond 
and  a  judge  who  is  seemingly 
hostile  to  us  are  fit  to  do  so.”  Van 
Dijkhorst  rejected  defense  argu¬ 
ments  out  of  hand. 

Nkoli’s  attorney,  Caroline 


Nicholl,  explained  that  the  defense 
had  appealed  the  ruling  but  it  was 
unlikely  that  the  Appellate  Divi¬ 
sion  Court  would  hear  the  matter 
until  the  present  trial  was  com¬ 
pleted.  That  means  any  kind  of 
resolution  is  a  long  way  off  for 
Nkoli  and  the  other  defendants 
who  are  now  entering  the  fourth 
year  of  imprisonment.  The  com¬ 
plex  trial  is  only  half  finished  and 
already  has  generated  1 1 ,000  pages 
of  testimony.  A  normal  appeal  of 
a  simple  case  resulting  in  several 
hundred  pages  takes  between  one 
year  and  18  months  in  South 
Africa. 

The  Nkoli  case  continues  to 
trouble  the  South  African  gay 
movement,  which  finds  itself 


divided  along  both  political  and 
racial  lines.  Nkoli,  who  feels  that 
the  white  dominated  Gay  Associa¬ 
tion  of  South  Africa  (GASA)  has 
done  little  to  support  him  since  his 
detention,  recently  asked  that  his 
membership  in  the  group  be  sus¬ 
pended.  GASA  failed  to  inform 
the  international  lesbian/gay 
movement  of  Nkoli’s  arrest  and 
the  South  African  gay  press 
neglected  to  mention  the  case  until 
it  had  been  reported  in  the  les¬ 
bian/gay  press  around  the  world, 
almost  two  years  after  Nkoli’s 
detention.  Calls  continue  in  the  In¬ 
ternational  Lesbian  and  Gay 
Association  for  GASA’s  expulsion 
on  the  grounds  that  it  has  not 
taken  an  active  role  in  fighting  the 


apartheid  system  (see  GCN,  Vol. 
14,  No.  4). 

A  new  coalition  of  several 
smaller  lesbian  and  gay  groups,  in¬ 
cluding  the  largely  Black  Rand 
Gay  Organization  and  the 
Capetown  group,  Lesbians  and 
Gays  Against  Oppression,  formed 
this  spring.  Calling  itself  “The 
Congress  of  Pink  Democrats,”  the 
coalition  released  the  following 
statement  to  the  South  African  gay 
press:  “The  Congress  of  Pink 
Democrats  has  formed  to  bring 
lesbian  and  gay  issues  into  the  pro¬ 
gressive  movement.  We  note  the 
tardiness  of  the  response  of  gay 
organizations  to  the  Delmas 
Treason  Trial  and  the  lack  of 
solidarity  with  Simon  Nkoli  and 


the  other  trialists.  We  une¬ 
quivocally  express  support  for 
Simon  Nkoli  who  has  given  lesbian 
and  gay  activists  a  focus  for  their 
diffuse  feelings  of  anger. 

“Simon’s  actions  represent  the 
principles  of  the  Congress  of  Pink 
Democrats  —  notably  that  all  op¬ 
pressions  are  related  and  that  all 
oppressed  people  must  fight  to¬ 
gether  to  free  all  human 
potential.”

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The  Testing/Quarantine  Mania  Sweeps  U.S.

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  When 
William  F.  Buckley  proposed  two 
years  ago  that  the  government 
stamp  people  who  test  HIV 
positive  on  the  ass  to  warn  pro¬ 
spective  sex  partners,  few  people 
took  him  or  other  coercive  AIDS 
measures  seriously.  The  sohnd 
defeat  of  Proposition  64,  the 
California  AIDS  quarantine  in¬ 
itiative,  added  to  the  notion  that 
the  most  repressive  proposals 
would  be  rejected.  Activists  were 
fighting  mandatory  testing  of 
military  and  Job  Corps  personnel, 
but  larger  scale  forced  testing, 
contact  tracing  and  quarantine 
seemed  out  of  the  question. 

In  the  last  three  months, 
however,  nearly  every  state  has 
either  adopted  or  considered  at 
least  one  bill  that  would  empower 
public  health  officials  to  test  or 
quarantine.  There  is  a  strong 
movement  toward  using  govern¬ 
ment  emergency  power  to  stop  the 
spread  of  AIDS  through  such 
measures,  according  to  Urvashi 
Vaid  of  the  National  Gay  and  Les¬ 
bian  Task  Force.  Minnesota  pass¬ 
ed  a  bill  that  allows  for  the  “deten¬ 
tion  ”  of  “non-compliant”  HIV 
carriers.  Senator  Jesse  Helms 
(R-No.  Car.)  introduced 
legislation  to  test  anyone  between 
the  ages  of  15  and  49  entering  a 
hospital,  the  state  of  Florida  put  a 
14-year-old  gay  youth  in  a  mental 
institution  for  allegedly  spreading 
the  virus  and  Lyndon  LaRouche 
reintroduced  Proposition  64  in 
California. 

“This  is  a  very,  very  frightening 
trend,”  said  Ben  Schatz,  of  the 
National  Gay  Rights  Advocates 
AIDS  Civil  Rights  Project.  “We 
are  moving  slowly  toward  a  wider 
use  of  quarantine  laws.  This  is 
verging  on  a  crisis  situation.  We 
must  all  join  together  to  fight  the 
AIDS  backlash  before  it  is  too 
late.” 

Schatz  said  he  believes  there  is 
enormous  pressure  on  legislators 
to  enact  AIDS  legislation  in  order 
to  appear  to  be  taking  action  to 
stop  the  spread  of  the  disease.  He 
said  education  and  research  either 
go  unnoticed  by  the  public  or  are 
not  perceived  to  effectively  protect 
the  public.  As  a  result,  many  cities 
and  states  are  moving  toward  forc¬ 
ed  testing  and  quarantine  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  expanded  education.  For 
example: 

•  The  Newark  City  Council  stop¬ 
ped  just  short  of  mandating  the 
HIV  test  for  all  marriage  licenses. 
Instead,  the  Council  approved  an 
ordinance  “strongly  urging”  the 
test. 

•  Colorado  recently  passed  a  state 
law  requiring  doctors  and  some 
other  health  professionals  to 
disclose  the  names  of  patients 
with  the  HIV  virus  to  the  Colorado 
Department  of  Health. 

•  The  New  Jersey  state  assembly 
passed  a  bill  that  mandates  anti¬ 
body  testing  of  people  convicted 
of  prostitution,  sexual  assault, 
criminal  sexual  contact  and  certain 
narcotics  offenses. 

•  On  February  1 1  of  this  year, 
Mississippi  health  officials  quar¬ 
antined  James  Mclntire,  a 
transvestite  prostitute,  who  has 
tested  HIV  positive. 

•  The  Illinois  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  has  given  initial  approval  to 
mandatory  mass  testing  and  con¬ 
tact  tracing. 

•  The  Louisiana  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives  has  passed  from  committee 
a  bill  that  would  allow  quarantine 
of  people  who  test  HIV  positive. 

•  “AIDS  carriers”  who  are  deem¬ 
ed  a  threat  to  the  public  could  be 
ordered  quarantined  by  a  state 
judge  under  a  bill  that  has  cleared 
the  Texas  legislature. 

There  is  also  legislation  pending 
in  the  U.S.  House  and  Senate  to 
mandate  testing  for  a  variety  of 
groups,  including  marriage  license 
applicants,  immigrants,  prisoners, 


drug  users  and  hospital  patients. 
Sponsors  Helms  and  Rep.  William 
Dannemeyer  (R-Ca.)  have  also 
called  for  the  quarantine  of  “non- 
compliant”  HIV  “carriers.” 

While  such  proposals  may  not 
be  surprising  from  conservatives 
such  as  Helms  and  Dannemeyer, 
similar  measures  are  also  receiving 
support  from  liberals  and  gay 
politicians.  In  Minnesota,  gay 
State  Senator  Allan  Spear  and  les¬ 
bian  Rep.  Karen  Clark  voted  in 
favor  of  a  bill  that  authorizes  for¬ 
cible  testing  and  quarantine  of 
people  with  AIDS.  Spear  and 
Clark  voted  for  the  bill  despite  op¬ 
position  from  the  Minnesota  Civil 
Liberties  Union  and  gay  activists. 

Although  Spear  and  Clark  deny 
they  were  pressured,  observers 
speculated  that  gay  politicians  are 
facing  a  particularly  difficult  situa¬ 
tion.  Schatz  told  GCN  “the  idea 
that  we  [gay  people]  are  at  fault  for 
the  disease  is  very  appealing  to 
some  people.  This  puts  us  between 
a  rock  and  a  hard  place.  Nobody 
wants  to  be  labelled  a  gay  ex¬ 
tremist  on  this  issue  so  politicians 
are  forced  to  compromise  their 
concern  for  civil  liberties.”  Schatz 
added  that  the  Reagan  administra¬ 
tion  should  be  quarantined  for 
“careless  disregard”  of  public

BOSTON  —  A  fiesty  sidewalk 
demonstration  in  Boston  and 
tough  questioning  at  a  Democratic 
Party  meeting  in  St.  Paul,  Minn., 
warned  Governor  Michael 
Dukakis  that  his  anti-gay  foster 
care  policy  will  continue  to  figure 
prominently  in  his  campaign  for 
the  Democratic  presidential 
nomination. 

Over  200  gay  men  and  lesbians 
greeted  guests  at  a  $1,000  per  per¬ 
son  Dukakis  fundraising  dinner, 
held  June  15  at  Boston’s  Park 
Plaza  Hotel,  with  chants  of 
“Dukakis  was  elected  on  all  our 
backs,  now  we’re  the  targets  of  his 
attacks”  and  “No  more  bigots  in 
the  White  House.”  Organized  by 
the  Gay  and  Lesbian  Defense 
Committee  (GLDC),  the  demon¬ 
stration  was  one  of  the  largest  and 
liveliest  protests  against  the  liberal 
Democratic  governor  since  his 
1985  order  which  virtually  bans 
lesbians  and  gay  men  from  serving 
as  foster  parents.  The  action 
followed  Boston’s  largest-ever 


health. 

Spear  and  Clark,  for  their  .part, 
claim  the  Minnesota  bill  was  worth 
their  support.  Eric  Stoltz,  sec¬ 
retary  for  Spear,  said  that  al¬ 
though  it  is  an  “imperfect  piece  of 
legislation,  it  is  a  step  forward 
from  the  status  quo.”  Stoltz 
claimed  that  before  the  new  bill, 
local  authorities  had  absolute 
power  to  quarantine  as  they  pleas¬ 
ed.  The  new  legislation  states  that 
only  the  state  Health  Commisioner 
may  quarantine  and  not  without 
due  process  of  the  law.  Stoltz  said 
that  debates  over  previous  quaran¬ 
tine  bills  were  full  of  “bombastic 
misinformation”  and  penalties  for 
unsafe  sex  although  unsafe  sex  was 
never  defined. 

Clark  said  that  she  expects  the 
new  law  to  apply  to  only  two  or 
three  people  per  year  and  that  the 
burden  of  proof  is  now  placed 
squarely  on  the  shoulders  of  the 
state  health  department.  Clark 
called  upon  liberal  legislators  to 
“fill  the  void”  in  AIDS  law.  “The 
gay  community  has  been  so  afraid 
of  figuring  out  what  good  laws  are 
that  we  have  left  room  for  the 
right-wing  to  come  in.  In  the  long 
run  it  is  better  that  we  get  laws  that 
respect  due  process  on  the  books 
now.” 


on  June  13  (see  story  page  1). 

Sporting  “Foster  Equality” 
signs  and  buttons,  the  demonstrat¬ 
ors  picketed  the  hotel’s  two  main 
entrances  for  over  an  hour  as 
Dukakis  supporters  arrived  for  the 
fundraiser.  As  a  final  protest,  they 
attempted  to  march  through  the 
hotel  lobby,  but  were  pushed  out 
of  the  building  by  uniformed 
police  and  hotel  employees.  There 
were  no  injuries  or  arrests. 

Commenting  to  GCN  on  the  ac¬ 
tion,  GLDC  member  Mara  Math 
said  she  was  pleased  that  “outrage 
is  still  alive.”  Citing  the  somewhat 
conciliatory  statements  on  foster 
care  issued  by  Massachusetts 
Secretary  of  Human  Services 
Philip  Johnston  the  day  after  the 
demonstration  (see  story,  page  1), 
Math  added  that  “Dukakis  is  feel¬ 
ing  that  the  heat  is  on.”  She  also 
noted  the  large  number  of  “new 
faces”  at  the  protest  who  had  not 
participated  in  previous  GLDC 
“Duke  Watches.” 

Gay  lawyer  Vincent  McCarthy, 
member  of  the  Dukakis  cam- 


Denise  McWilliams  of  Boston’s 
Gay  and  Lesbian  Advocates  and 
Defenders  says  that  she  is  not  as 
confident  as  Clark  that  due  pro¬ 
cess  will  be  respected  even  where  it 
exists.  This  kind  of  legislation  may 
be  “strategically  legitimate  but 
still  panders  to  widespread  ig¬ 
norance  and  fear.  Legislators 
should  face  reality.  This  is  nothing 
more  than  a  diversionary  tactic.” 
Due  process,  McWilliams  claims, 
is  not  helpful  to  people  when  they 
cannot  afford  a  good  attorney. 
“Due  process  is  just  one  more 
hoop  the  state  must  clear  before 
they  start  locking  people  up.” 

The  movement  toward  forced 
testing  and  quarantine  frightens 
many  AIDS  activists  and  civil  lib¬ 
ertarians  because  it  appears  to  em¬ 
brace  the  views  of  the  homophobic 
“lunatic”  Right.  Harvard  Law 
Professor  Lawrence  Tribe,  who 
defended  Michael  Hardwick  in  the 
Georgia  sodomy  case,  told  GCN 
that  quarantine  and  forced  testing 
are  unconstitutional.  “The  AIDS 
quarantine  is  reminiscent  of  the  in¬ 
ternment  of  Japanese-Americans 
in  World  War  II.  In  Korematzu  v. 
the  U.S.  the  courts  were  not  sen¬ 
sitive  to  the  plight  of  the  Japanese. 
They  believed  the  trumped-up 
charges  of  the  U.S.  attorney,  who 


paign’s  finance  committee  and  a 
long-time  political  ally  of  the 
Governor,  boycotted  the  fund¬ 
raiser  to  show  his  opposition  to  the 
state  foster  care  policy.  However, 
while  he  is  “very  disappointed” 
with  Dukakis’s  stand  on  lesbian 
and  gay  parenting,  McCarthy  told 
GCN  that  he  will  continue  to  sup¬ 
port  the  Governor.  “I  know  it  puts 
me  in  kind  of  an  Uncle  Tom 
position,  [but]  politics  is  a  business 
of  compromise.  I  believe  in  work¬ 
ing  within  the  system.” 

Many  members  of  the  Boston 
gay/lesbian  community  have  ques¬ 
tioned  the  effectiveness  of  such  a 
stand.  Reflecting  this  sentiment, 
GLDC’s  Math  stated  that  “when 
some  elements  of  the  gay  and  les¬ 
bian  community  continue  to  sup¬ 
port  Dukakis  even  after  he  has  spit 
in  our  face,  it  sends  the  message 
that  he  can  get  away  with  it.  For¬ 
tunately,  the  overriding  message 
from  the  lesbian  and  gay  com¬ 
munity  at  large  is  that  ‘Dukakis 
can  run,  but  he  can’t  hide.”' 

Dukakis  was  also  assailed  on  the 
foster  issue  at  a  meeting  of 


even  argued  that  the  very  lack  of 
evidence  against  Japanese-Amer¬ 
icans  was  proof  of  a  conspiracy. 
The  rubric  of  ‘military  or  security 
necessity’  is,  in  the  words  of 
Justice  Jackson,  ‘a  loaded  gun 
waiting  to  be  fired  by  the  tyrants  of 
the  future.’  Whether  this  terrible 
decision  has  sensitized  the  courts 
to  quarantine  or  not  is  difficult  to 
say,”  said  Tribe.  Tribe  added  that 
the  “AIDS  lunatics”  are  using  the 
issue  to  strike  back  at  the  gains  gay 
men  and  lesbians  have  made  in  the 
last  decade. 

Attorney  General  Edwin  Meese 
3rd  and  Education  Secretary  Ed¬ 
ward  Bennett  begin  to  assert 
themselves  on  the  issue.  Not  only 
has  Reagan  called  for  forced 
testing,  but  Meese  has  champion¬ 
ed  extended  sentences  for  pris¬ 
oners  who  test  positive  and  Ben¬ 
nett  has  suggested  that  some  peo¬ 
ple  with  HIV  positivity  should  be 
“detained.” 

Nan  Hunter,  executive  director 
of  the  American  Civil  Liberties 
Union  Lesbian  and  Gay  Rights 
Project,  commented  that  such 
measures  seek  “social  control  not 
public  health.”  In  fact,  Paul 
Meno,  Dannemeyer’s  press 
secretary,  told  GCN  AIDS  laws 
Continued  on  page  6 


liberal/progressive  members  of  the 
Minnesota  Democratic  Farm 
Labor  Party  on  June  11  in  St.  Paul. 
Questioned  by  gay  party  member 
Richard  Shields,  the  Governor 
contended  that  his  policy  was 
neither  homophobic  nor  discrim¬ 
inatory  in  any  way.  Sue  Rockne,  a 
member  of  the  DFLP  central  com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Democratic  Na¬ 
tional  Committee  and  a  self- 
described  feminist,  told  GCN  that 
she  was  surprised  by  Dukakis’s 
“doctrinaire”  attitude  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  and  his  unwillingness  to  con¬ 
sider  a  foster  policy  based  on  “the 
best  interests  of  the  child”  as  in 
most  states. 

Rockne,  who  has  described 
Dukakis’s  justifications  of  the 
foster  policy  as  “asinine,”  plans  to 
continue  discussing  Dukakis’s 
position  at  both  the  state  and  na¬ 
tional  levels  of  the  Democratic 
Party.  She  noted  that  while 
Dukakis  is  “good”  on  some  gay 
and  feminist  issues,  she  is  concern¬ 
ed  that  he  hold  compatible  posi¬ 
tions  on  “the  whole  range”  of 
human  rights  questions.

simple  justice 

GCN  received  a  copy  of  this  letter  sent 
by  The  Alliance  to  all  Massachusetts 
Senators,  “urging  passage  of  the  Mass.  Gay 
Rights  Bill  as  a  necessary  means  of 
countering  anti-lesbian /gay  violence.  ” 

Dear  Senator: 

The  Boston  Lesbian  &  Gay  Political  Alliance 
has  received  dozens  of  calls  and  letters  from 
around  the  state  from  gay  and  lesbian  victims  of 
verbal  harassment,  violent  assault,  and  other 
forms  of  discrimination.  I  enclose  a  fact  sheet 
compiled  by  the  Alliance  and  other  service  groups 
on  the  subject  of  anti-lesbian  and  gay  violence  in 
the  Greater  Boston  area  for  1986.  It  is  increasing¬ 
ly  clear  that  there  is  a  direct  correlation  between 
these  violent  physical  and  verbal  assaults  and  the 
lack  of  a  comprehensive  state-wide  gay  rights  bill. 

We  strongly  urge  your  support  of  H5469  which 
will  soon  come  before  the  Senate;  said  bill  would 
simply  include  gay  men  and  lesbians  in  the  list 
of  groups  needing  legislative  protection  because 
of  past  and  present  discrimination.  A  vote  in 
favor  of  such  a  bill  would  send  a  strong  signal  that 
violence  and  discrimination  against  any  citizen  of 
the  Commonwealth  deprive  all  citizens  of  their 
basic  human  rights;  civil  rights  are  indivisible.  It 
is  an  unfortunate  fact  that  most  victims  of  anti¬ 
gay  violence  cannot  avail  themselves  of  our  police 
and  court  systems  because  to  do  so  their  names 
must  become  public,  thereby  risking  loss  of  jobs 
and  housing  with  no  legal  protection.  The  Boston 
Police  and  the  Attorney  General  have  both 
testified  that  this  bill  is  necessary  for  effective  law 
enforcement. 

We  are  not  talking  about  “special  privileges” 
for  a  long-persecuted  minority;  we  are  not  asking 
you  to  “endorse  a  gay  life-style.”  We  are  talking 
about  a  simple  matter  of  justice.  The  effects  of 
anti-gay  discrimination  and  violence  are  not 
minor  inconveniences.  The  lives  of  many  individ¬ 
uals  are  ruined  each  year  when  prejudice  and 
bigotry  lead  to  loss  of  jobs  and  income,  loss  of 
home  and  family,  and  difficulty  in  obtaining 
credit  or  insurance.  And  in  the  end  the  state  is 
robbed  of  the  services  of  some  of  its  most  produc¬ 
tive  citizens.  Your  “yes”  vote  will  guarantee  to 
your  thousands  of  gay  and  lesbian  contituents 
that  basic  human  rights  guaranteed  by  the 
American  Constitution  —  the  right  to  Life,  Liber¬ 
ty,  and  the  pursuit  of  Happiness.

Dear  GCN: 

Once  again,  a  well-meaning  Marxist  gives 
Marxism  a  bad  name!  I  refer  to  the  letter  to  GCN 
(May  31-June  6)  Ana  Lucia  Gelabert.  Some  of 
Gelabert’s  letter  is  right  on  the  mark,  especially 
her  view  that  U.S.  imperialism  is  the  main  enemy 
of  us  all  and  that  the  atrocities  being  committed  in 
Central  America  today  can  be  traced  straight  to 
the  U.S  government’s  door.  I  agree  with  that. 

Other  parts  of  Gelabert’s  letter  are  too  ob¬ 
viously  wrong  to  need  much  argument  —  her  con¬ 
fused  and  half-hearted  defense  of  Cuba’s  anti¬ 
gay  policies  and  Nicaragua’s  ban  on  abortions, 
for  example. 

What  I  found  most  troubling  was  Gelabert’s 
assertion  that  socialism  requires  a  strong  state  to 
survive.  This  is  not  socialism  as  I  understand  it. 
Gelabert  admits,  and  repeats  twice  in  her  letter, 
that  “social  vices  like  racism  and  homophobia 
may  take  generations  and  much  educating  of 
society  to  cure.”  What  about  her  strong  socialist 
state,  then?  Who  runs  it  for  all  that  time?  Who 
chooses  the  rulers,  and  how?  What  happens  if 
these  strong  state  leaders  (bureaucrats  or  dic¬ 
tators,  I’d  call  them)  are  themselves  affected  by 
socially  backward  views?  What  happens  when 
homophobia  gets  elevated  from  personal  prejud¬ 
ice  to  state  policy  —  and  the  state  itself  claims  ab¬ 
solute  power  in  the  name  of  the  “revolution,” 
“the  people,”  or  “Marxism-Leninism”?  It’s  not 
a  pretty  picture.  And  it’s  not  socalism,  at  least  not 
the  humane  libertarian  socialism  which  is  my 
vision  for  the  future.  Yet  that’s  exactly  what  we 
see  in  practice  today  in  the  Soviet  Union,  China, 
Cuba,  and  a  dozen  other  “socialist”  states. 

Marxism,  as  a  philosophy  of  a  social  scientific 
method,  may  not  be  inherently  homophobic.  But 
a  whole  lot  of  “Marxists'”  are  (or  were),  beginn¬ 
ing  with  Karl  himself.  Shouldn’t  that  make  us  dig 
a  little  deeper  in  examining  our  politics? 

Okay,  so  it’s  not  fair  to  judge  19th  century 
thinkers  by  late  20th  century  political/social  stan¬ 
dards,  so  forget  about  the  personal  prejudices  of 
Marx,  Engels  and  Lenin;  they  didn’t  have  an 
international  gay/lesbian  movement  to  tweak 
their  noses,  at  least  not  such  as  exists  today.  But 
what’s  Gelabert’s  excuse? 

Any  “Marxist”  who  thinks  sexual  liberation  is 
“hedonism,”  holds  up  gay  religious  groups  as 
models  of  sexual  propriety,  and  calls  for  a  strong 
state  all  in  the  same  letter  (as  Gelabert  does)  is 
proposing  the  same  kind  of  “Marxism”  that  has 
driven  gay  people  away  from  the  left  for  the  past 
50  years.  That’s  a  “Marxist”  morality  which 
smells  very  bourgeois  to  me. 

I  want  to  see  a  working  class  revolution  which 
limits  and,  as  quickly  as  possible,  dismantles  the 
state  apparatus.  I  want  to  see  decisions  about  pro¬ 
duction,  military/police  functions,  education  and 
health  care  placed  in  the  hands  of  affected  com¬ 
munities.  I  want  lesbians  and  gay  men  leading  the 
fight  against  homophobia  and  defining  their  sex¬ 
uality  as  they  see  fit.  No  strong  state,  “Marxist” 
or  otherwise,  has  ever  provided  for  this,  and  none 
ever  will.

aids  activism  inseparable  from  gay  liberation 


Dear  GCN: 

I  am  writing  to  make  an  appeal  to  the  gay  com¬ 
munity,  the  AIDS  Action  Committee,  and  every¬ 
one  else  who  is  fighting  for  increased  funding  for 
AIDS  research  and  better  care  and  protection  for 
PWAs. 

My  appeal  is  that,  while  struggling  to  eradicate 
this  horrible  disease,  we  keep  the  goal  of  gay 
liberation  more  firmly  in  sight.  We  must  not  ac¬ 
quiesce  to  or  absorb  societal  homophobia  in  an 
attempt  to  reach  a  mainstream  audience  about 
AIDS. 

The  AIDS  Action  Committee  has  done 
wonderful  work,  and  I  am  uncomfortable  critic¬ 
izing  them.  Nevertheless,  too  often  they  have  em¬ 
phasized  that  AIDS  is  a  disease  that  can  strike  us 
all  —  gay,  straight,  drug  users,  non-drug  users 
alike  —  and  too  infrequently  maintained  a  vision 
of  gay  liberation.  AIDS  research  has  been  under¬ 
funded,  and  continues  to  be  underfunded,  in 
large  part  because  of  the  public  perception  that 
AIDS  is  a  gay  disease  and  that  gay  lives  are  expen¬ 
dable.  However,  the  way  to  counter  this  is  to  fight 
underlying  homophobia  —  not  to  ignore  or  try  to 
make  people  forget  the  fact  that  gay  men  have 
been  a  target  population  for  the  disease.  Other¬ 
wise  we  end  up  establishing  dangerous  political 


alliances  indeed. 

The  recent  AIDS  fundraiser  walk  was  a  case  in 
point  of  this  risk-filled  approach.  The  AIDS  Ac¬ 
tion  Committee  demonstrated  staggering  political 
naivete  in  selecting  Michael  Dukakis  to  be  a 
leading  speaker.  With  his  abysmal  record  on  the 
foster  care  issue,  he  clearly  is  —  and  should  be 
recognized  as  —  an  enemy  of  gay  liberation.  To 
suggest  that  he  can  be  both  anti-gay  and  at  the 
same  time  a  friend  of  the  AIDS  cause  is  a  contra¬ 
diction  in  logic,  and  politically  dangerous.  Even 
though  the  AIDS  Action  Committee  recently  has 
written  the  Governor  to  protest  his  foster  care 
policy,  including  him  at  the  fundraiser  rep¬ 
resented  a  vote  of  confidence. 

I  was  also  disturbed  by  the  slogan  of  the  walk: 
“From  All  Walks  of  Life.”  The  slogan  manifests 
a  subtle  homophobia  —  almost  an  apology  for 
the  fact  that  many  AIDS  victims  are  gay.  If  the 
disease  had  hit  heterosexuals  first,  can  you  im¬ 
agine  such  a  slogan  being  used? 

At  the  opening  ceremonies  for  the  walk,  Liz 
Page,  who  coordinated  the  event  for  the  AIDS 
Action  Committee,  mentioned  the  numerous 
constituencies  represented  at  the  walk,  including 
a  monastery.  However,  she  failed  to  identify  gays 


or  gay  groups,  even  though  probably  the  majority 
of  those  she  was  addressing  were  gay.  Dukakis 
then  followed  her  lead.  He  directed  his  remarks  in 
large  part  to  the  Hispanic  community,  and  ig¬ 
nored  the  gay  community  and  gay  constituencies 
of  the  Hispanic  community.  It  was  disturbing  to 
be  in  the  midst  of  a  group  of  thousands  of  gays 
and  once  again  be  invisible.  Is  this  what  the  theme 
was  intended  to  mean? 

Fortunately,  later  in  the  opening  ceremonies, 
both  Ms.  Page  and  Barney  Frank,  through  their 
“self-incriminating”  remarks  (as  it  were),  made 
the  gay  presence  more  clearly  felt.  Unfortunately, 
a  slightly  homophobic  or  apologetic  tone  had  al¬ 
ready  been  set  for  the  event. 

AIDS  is  a  gay  issue.  From  the  start  the  disease 
has  been  closely  associated  and  identified  with  the 
gay  community.  The  AIDS  cause  continues  to  be 
—  and  will  continue  to  be  —  inseparable  from  the 
cause  of  gay  liberation.  Let’s  not  forget  this,  or 
else  the  AIDS  effort  might  come  to  mean  exactly 
what  the  Reaganites  want.

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Speaking  Out - 

Protest  the  Pope’s  Visit  to  New  York

The  New  York  Daily  News  of  15  April,  1987,  contained  a  small  yet  important  story.  It 
read:  “U.N.  TO  HEAR  POPE.  Pope  John  Paul  will  address  the. .  .General  Assembly  Sept. 
13,  at  the  end  of  his  visit  to  the  United  States. 

The  Pope  is  probably  the  most  prominent  anti-gay  leader  in  the  world.  He  declares  that 
our  struggle  for  civil  rights  justifies  violence  against  us.  He  deems  us  immoral.  If  we  fail  to 
protest  against  such  a  hate-mongering  enemy  as  Pope  John  Paul,  then  we  do  lack  moral 
fiber. 

Not  only  is  the  Pope  our  nemesis,  but  the  minions  he  appoints,  his  unregistered  agents 
of  that  foreign  power,  such  as  Cardinal  O’Connor,  do  all  they  can  to  deny  us  our  basic 
rights.  This  is  not  news  —  for  over  1,000  years  Christian  laws  decreed  that  the  penalty  for 
sodomy  was  death.  In  this  century  in  the  U.S.  we  were  merely  imprisoned  or  hospitalized. 
The  Pope  seems  to  promote  these  injustices  as  our  fate. 

The  Pope  is  continually  interfering  with  politics  of  countries  all  over  the  world.  He 
visited  Argentina  and  urged  them  not  to  permit  divorce.  His  followers  succeeded  in  adding 
an  amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  Republic  of  Ireland  to  outlaw  abortion.  The  church 
seeks  to  prohibit  condoms  (again,  in  the  Republic  of  Ireland,  married  couples  require  a 
doctor’s  prescription  to  obtain  rubbers!).  Moreover,  now  the  church  would  prevent  modern 
technology  from  aiding  even  married  couples  in  having  children.  Such  mean,  spiteful,  and 
hateful  decisions  cause  untold  human  misery.  They  may  be  the  preferred  beliefs  of  many, 
but  when  the  Roman  Church  seeks  to  impose  its  viciousness  on  everyone  through  state  laws 
in  the  name  of  “morality,”  then  all  who  profess  liberty  must  protest. 

In  the  Vatican  City  the  Pope  protects  the  cleric  involved  in  the  scandal-collapse  of  a 
major  bank  from  extradition  to  Italy.  The  Vatican  helped  Klaus  Barbie  and  other  Nazi 
criminals  escape  their  just  fate.  After  years  of  opposition  to  the  democratic  Republic  of 
Italy,  the  Vatican  signed  a  Concordat  with  the  dictator  who  smashed  the  democracy,  Benito 
Mussolini,  and  a  few  years  later  signed  a  similar  agreement  with  the  man  who  ended 
democracy  in  Germany  —  Adolph  Hitler.  The  Roman  Church  supported  Franco  in  the  civil 
war  in  Spain,  and  an  Archbishop  later  led  the  Nazi  puppet-state  of  Slovakia.  The  Roman 
Church  was  often  involved  with  fascist  movements  in  Europe  and  Father  Coughlin  led  such 
a  movement  in  the  United  States. 

The  Roman  Church  has  usually  supported  the  military  dictatorships  in  Latin  and  South 
America.  Indeed,  one  may  generalize  about  the  Western  World,  the  Roman  Church  is 
strongest  where  democracy  is  weak,  and  where  democracy  is  strongest,  the  Roman  Church  is 
weak.  This  is  no  accident.  The  monarchial  structure  of  the  church  and  its  teaching  of 
deference  to  —  rather  than  questioning  of  —  authority  creates  minds  prepared  to  click  heels, 
bend  knees,  and  kiss  rings.  And  to  the  heretic,  the  church  offered  the  traditional  penalty  of 
death,  either  through  law  or  through  deviant  bashing,  pogrom,  etc.  There  were  no  legal 


Protestant  churches  in  all  the  Louisiana  Territory  (Irom  Montana  to  Minnesota  to  the 
Mississippi  Delta)  until  a  few  weeks  prior  to  the  United  States  purchase.  And  what  would 
have  been  the  fate  of  non-Catholics  in  California  had  the  Pacific  coast  remained  Mexican? 

Mayor  Koch  seems  to  have  forgotten  there  is  a  separation  of  church  and  state.  When  he 
is  not  seeking  honorary  degrees  for  Archbishops,  and  allowing  builders  who  destroy  single 
room  occupancies  to  pay  penalties  by  giving  money  to  Roman  Catholic  religious  orders,  he 
may  be  preparing  to  advertise  the  coming  of  the  Pope;  perhaps  Koch  will  declare  him  a 
“humanitarian,”  as  occurred  during  John  Paul’s  first  visit  to  New  York  City.  NO  TAX 
DOLLARS  should  be  spent  to  advertise  the  Pope  in  subways  or  elsewhere.  And  certainly, 
none  should  call  the  Pope  a  “humanitarian.”  It  is  not  only  a  violation  of  the  separation  of 
church  and  state,  it  is  a  violation  of  truth  in  advertising. 

There  is  no  tradition  of  democracy  in  the  Roman  Church,  no  tradition  of  tolerance.  It  is 
the  Church  of  the  Inquisition.  Roman  apologists  prefer  to  call  it  the  “Spanish”  Inquisition, 
but  it  was  the  Catholic  Inquisition,  and  it  tortured  and  murdered  suspected  dissidents  in 
France,  the  Netherlands,  Italy,  Spain,  Czechoslovakia,  Austria,  Germany,  and  the  New 
World.  It  murdered  wherever  the  state  was  Catholic-dominated,  wherever  the  Roman 
Church  could  get  its  way.  And  if  it  were  to  acquire  power  here,  it  would  probably  do  so 
again.  One  God,  one  Church,  one  morality,  and  death  to  the  heretic  has  been  the  long, 
traditional  path  of  the  Roman  Church.  After  World  War  II  the  Church  sought  to  change 
somewhat  and  recognize  the  possibility  of  other  notions  of  religion  and  morality,  but  John 
Paul  seeks  to  bury  reform  and  restore  pre-war  intolerance.  The  Pope  is  a  television 
personality  and  media  blessing  who  rejects  the  age  of  the  screw  for  that  of  the  thumb  screw, 
who  rejects  the  age  of  “Ms.”  for  that  of  the  “Miss”  and  the  coat  hanger,  who  rejects  the  age 
of  liberated  gays  for  that  of  the  auto-da-fe. 

We  must  reject  this  Pope.  We  must  reject  him  not  because  we  are  bigoted,  but  because 
we  oppose  the  Pope’s  bigotry.  We  must  protest  this  Pope  and  his  evil  message.  We  must  call 
on  all  who  believe  in  liberty  to  join  us  in  our  protest.

Mail  is  a  BASIC  way  to  keep  the  tines  open  bet¬ 
ween  people  inside  and  people  outside.  It  would 
be  an  important  (!)  first  step  in  empowering 
prisoners  to  defend  their  basic  human  rights  to 
check  into  and  protest  these  low-level  ( mailroom ) 
decisions.  It 's  inside-outside  contact  through  the 
mails  and  face-to-face  that  keep  other  abuses 
down.

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Gay  Asian  Confronts  Feeling  “Too  Different”

The  People  of  Color  Task  Force 
of  the  National  March  on 
Washington  in  October  was  form¬ 
ed  to  help  fight  the  bigotry  of 
racism  and  homophobia.  In  a 
series  of  articles  to  be  published  by 
GCN,  this  first  article  addresses 
gay  Asians  and  racism. 

Sometimes  I  wonder  how  much 
does  the  gay  community  know 
about  gay  Asians?  How  much  do 
they  want  to  know  about  our  cult¬ 
ure?  Do  they  care  about  our  feel¬ 
ings?  Are  we  an  integral  part  of  the 
community?  Is  our  voice  being 
represented?  Do  they  ever  think  of 
our  existence? 

When  I  first  came  Out,  I  was  a 
Buddies  regular.  I  often  wandered 
around  the  bar  by  myself  feeling 
uncomfortable  about  meeting 
other  gay  people.  My  physical  ap¬ 
pearance  was  very  different  and  I 
spoke  English  with  a  very  pro¬ 
nounced  Chinese  accent.  As  a  gay 
Asian  I  did  not  know  if  others 
found  me  attractive.  When  I  saw 
other  gay  Asians  we  would  look  at 
each  other,  but  we  never  talked. 
Other  gay  Asians  told  me  that 
there  was  often  a  sense  of  com¬ 
peting  with  each  other  for  the  at¬ 
tention  of  white  gay  Americans. 
My  isolation  from  gay  Asians 
changed  when  I  met  a  member  of 
the  Boston  Asian  Gay  Men  and 
Lesbians.  I  was  so  glad  that  I  was 
able  to  meet  other  gay  Asians  from 
whom  I  could  get  support. 

Over  the  years  I  have  been  able 
to  build  close  friendships  with 
other  gay  Asians.  Many  of  my

Asian  friends  feel  it  is  difficult  to 
meet  a  gay  American.  They  feel 
that  they  are  indeed  a  minority 
within  a  minority.  Some  of  us  try 
to  assimilate  and  become  more  like 
gay  Americans  keeping  up  with  the 
American  way  of  dressing,  danc¬ 
ing,  and  speaking.  It  appears  as 
though  some  of  the  more  “modern 
gay  Asians”  are  more  likely  to 
meet  other  gay  Americans.  Per¬ 
haps  the  feelings  of  being  “too  dif¬ 
ferent”  are  reduced. 

No  matter  how  American  we 
become  though,  we  can  never  ig¬ 
nore  our  Asian  background  and 
culture.  Gay  white  Americans  are 
quite  ignorant  of  us.  It  is  not  un¬ 
common  to  hear,  “Where  are  you 
really  from?  Are  you  a  Chinese  or 
a  Japanese?  You  must  be  going  to 


MIT.  I  love  Chinese  food.”  I 
wonder  how  would  they  feel  if  I 
told  them  I  loved  hamburger? 
Sometimes  it  seems  as  though  gay 
Americans  only  see  us  as  good  can¬ 
didates  for  mathematicians,  cooks 
or  houseboys.  Other  times  we  feel 
that  we  are  being  used  as  toys  or  as 
passive  partners  in  our  relation¬ 
ships.  Many  gay  Americans  can¬ 
not  relate  to  our  feelings  and 
needs.  They  cannot  relate  to  our 
need  to  keep  in  close  contact  with 
our  families  or  with  our  feelings 
towards  relationships.  Gay  Asians 
are  more  traditionally  inclined  to 
have  monogamous,  spiritual  and 
solid  relationships  than  our  sexual¬ 
ly  liberated  gay  American  counter¬ 
parts. 

The  ignorance  of  Asian  culture 


in  general  and  of  gay  Asians  in 
particular,  along  with  the  stereo¬ 
types  that  exist,  serve  only  to  in¬ 
crease  our  segregation  from  the 
rest  of  the  gay  community.  Overall 
gay  Asians  see  a  lack  of  support 
from  the  gay  community.  Even  in 
the  progressive,  anti-racist 
literature  I  read,  gay  Asians  are 
rarely  even  mentioned.  Our  voice 
needs  to  be  represented  in  all  gay 
movements.  I  have  participated  in 
many  political  meetings  in  this 
community  and  I  feel  that  the 
decision-making  processes  are 
structured  to  the  disadvantage  of 
the  gay  Asian.  In  many  of  the 
white  progressive  groups  to  which 
I  belong,  Asians  and  other 
minorities  are  left  powerless  when 
it  comes  to  having  a  voice  in  the 
decision-making  process. 

The  Asian  population  in  Boston 
has  increased  dramatically  in  recent 
years.  In  order  to  survive  and  ad¬ 
just  to  a  world  that  is  different 
from  our  origin  and  cultures,  we 
must  correct  misconceptions  and 
stereotypes,  and  increase  our 
visibility  at  the  same  time.  Boston 
Asian  Gay  Men  and  Lesbians  has 
been  instrumental  in  increasing 
our  support  and  visibility.  It  is  our 
role  to  speak  out  for  gay  Asians 
and  to  educate  the  community 
about  our  culture.  Among 
ourselves  we  must  be  constantly  on 
guard  against  ignorance,  stereo¬ 
types,  insulting  attitudes  and 
insensitive  remarks.  We  are  proud 
to  be  gay  and  we  are  proud  to  be 
Asian.  It  is  important  to  gain 


recognition  as  an  integral  part  of 
the  community. 

The  October  National  March  on 
Washington  is  an  opportunity  to 
proclaim  our  existence,  our  rights 
and  our  power.  We  need  the  sup-» 
port  of  everyone  else  regardless  of 
race.  Let  us  unite  to  gain  power 
and  to  achieve  harmony.

are  necessary  because  they  set  up  a 
“psychological  standard”  for 
behavior  that  citizens  learn  to  live 
by.  Meno  added  that  quarantine 
“camps  are  not  out  of  the  question 
because  it  has  happened  before.  I 
won’t  rule  it  out  because  it  is  com¬ 
ing  up  more  and  more  in  public 
debates  and  if  the  disease  keeps  go¬ 
ing  hogwild,  isolation  for  some 
people  is  better  than  death  for 
everyone.”

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Significant  Others:  Love  in  Tough  Times

Armistead  Maupin  is  a  happy 
man.  As  well  he  might  be.  He  is 
healthy.  He  is  in  love.  He  is  a 
sought-after  spokesperson  on  gay 
life  and  liberation.  And  his  contin¬ 
uing  saga  of  San  Francisco,  Tales 
of  the  City,  now  numbering  five 
volumes,  has  earned  him  a  large 
and  loyal  following.  Indeed,  Sig¬ 
nificant  Others,  the  latest  install¬ 
ment,  sold  55,000  copies  in  the 
first  three  weeks.  Even  more  im¬ 
portant,  Significant  Others  shows 
the  degree  to  which  Maupin  has 
matured  as  an  artist.  It  is  his  best 
book  thus  far. 

Unusual  plot  twists  are  an  in¬ 
tegral  part  of  a  Maupin  book,  so 
reviewing  them  is  always  tricky 
business.  You  don’t  want  to  give 
away  too  much  or  you  incur  the 
wrath  of  angry  Maupin  fans.  So, 
as  delicately  as  I  can  manage,  these 
are  the  burning  questions  in 
Significant  Others: 

Will  Michael  find  a  new 
boyfriend  in  the  age  of  AIDS?  Will 
Mary  Ann  be  consumed  by  her 
career  as  a  TV  talk  show  host?  If 
she  is,  will  her  husband  Brian  sur¬ 
vive  —  and  what  is  this  mysterious 
illness  that  plagues  him?  Will 
DeDe  and  D’orthea  save  or  sour 
their  embattled  relationship  by 
taking  it  to  Wimminwood,  the 
women’s  music  festival?  What 
really  goes  on  in  the  all-male 
enclave  known  as  Bohemian 
Grove?  And  will  Mrs.  Madrigal 
stop  the  city  from  tearing  down 
her  beloved  wooden  steps  that  lead 
to  28  Barbary  Lane? 

Setting  his  characters  loose  to 
cope  with  a  wacky  and  swiftly 
turning  plot  has  always  been  a 
Maupin  trademark.  But  Maupin  is 
also  a  satirist  who  has  always  mir¬ 
rored  the  time,  and  these  are  ser¬ 
ious  times.  The  tone  of  Significant 
Others  is  much  more  sober  that  in 
the  previous  volumes.  We  are 
given  an  honest  picture  of 
Michael’s  ambivalence  and  lone¬ 
liness  as  he  searches  for  intimacy  in 
a  gay  world  where  all  the  rules 
have  changed.  Similarly,  the  book 
looks  unblinkingly  at  the  pain,  as 
well  as  the  folly,  in  DeDe  and 
D’orthea’s  rocky  and  complex 
relationship. 

Sober  does  not  mean  somber 


however,  certainly  not  in  an  Ar¬ 
mistead  Maupin  book.  In  fact,  it  is 
a  measure  of  his  skill  that  he  is  able 
to  so  deftly  balance  both  the  pain¬ 
ful  and  the  comic  aspects  of  his 
characters’  lives,  along  with  a 
good  measure  of  wry  social  com¬ 
ment,  as  in  this  note  on  safe  sex: 

Lots  of  people  found  relief 
on  the  telephone,  mutually 
Mastercharging  until  Nirvana 
was  achieved.  Phone  sex, 
Michael  had  ob¬ 
served  . . .  provided  men  with  an 
option  that  had  heretofore 
been  unavailable  to  them:  fak¬ 
ing  an  orgasm. 

One  of  Maupin’s  gifts  is  his 
ability  to  create  characters  that  we 
love,  even  as  we  laugh  at  them. 
Stripped  to  their  emotional  core, 
their  dilemmas,  triumphs,  and 
lives  are  ours:  confusing,  painful, 
joyful,  and  ever-so-slightly 
looney.  That  is  what  Significant 
Others  is  really  about.  It  examines 
people  in  tough  times  who  love 
and  support  each  other  across  the 
boundaries  of  sexual  orientation, 
class,  age  and  sex.  And  try  to  have 
a  good  time  doing  it.  As  such,  it  is 
a  warm  and  even  joyous  book 
about  family,  friends  and  our¬ 
selves. 

Recently  I  caught  up  with  Ar¬ 
mistead  Maupin  and  his  lover 
Terry  Anderson  as  they  breezed 
through  Boston  on  a  14-day,  ten 
city  book  promotion  tour. 

GCN:  I  have  a  tong  list  of  “off 
the  record”  questions  people  want 
me  to  ask.  Several  women  I  know 
are  hotly  debating  the  realy  identi¬ 
ty  of  Sabra  Landauer,  the  nasty 
lesbian  in  the  limousine. 

AM:  Oh  that’s  easy  —  and  it 
doesn’t  have  to  be  off  the  record. 
She’s  an  amalgamation  of  several 
people,  male  and  female,  who  are 
personally  closeted  and  are  in  posi¬ 
tions  of  fame  or  power.  They  play 
both  ends  against  the  middle, 
cultivating  a  lesbian  or  gay  au¬ 
dience  and  retaining  heterosexual 
privilege. 

GCN:  I’ve  noticed  that  such 
people  are  a  major  theme  in  your 
interviews  of  the  past  couple  of 
vears. 

AM:  Well,  we  have  a  large 


number  of  them  in  our  midst  and  I 
grow  increasingly  impatient  with 
them.  There  have  been  fags  and 
dykes  on  the  “inside’’  since  for¬ 
ever  and  where  has  it  gotten  us?  I 
really  believe  that  in  this  age  of 
AIDS,  with  attacks  coming  from 
all  sides,  honesty  is  our  only 
defense. 

GCN:  Any  thoughts  about 
Barney  Frank’s  recent  coming 
out? 

AM:  Three  cheers  for  Barney! 
He  deserves  all  the  congratulations 
he  can  get,  especially  from  people 
in  Massachusetts.  He  said  exactly 


what  he  should  —  it  was  a  terrific 
coming  out. 

GCN:  Where  does  Rock  Hud¬ 
son  fit  into  all  this?  After  all,  you 
protected  him  in  Further  Tales  of 
the  City.  Then  when  he  announced 
that  he  had  AIDS  you  were  almost 
the  only  one  to  talk  candidly  about 
his  being  gay. 

AM:  Rock  was  astonished  that 
when  he  announced  he  had  AIDS, 
he  then  received  30,000  letters  of 
support.  He  had  lived  for  so  long 
in  such  an  incredibly  homophobic 
environment  —  Hollywood  —  he 
honestly  believed  that  if  he  came 


out  no  one  would  love  him.  He 
really  resisted  being  any  kind  of 
spokesman  or  symbol,  but  in  fact, 
admitting  that  he  had  AIDS,  a  so- 
called  “gay  disease,”  was  pro¬ 
bably  the  most  significant  con¬ 
tribution  of  his  life. 

GCN:  How  did  he  react  to  your 
frankness  about  his  being  gay? 

AM:  Well,  he  sent  Sara  [David¬ 
son,  Hudson’s  biographer]  to  talk 
to  me.  That,  and  the  fact  that  he 
was  so  frank  with  Sara  makes  be 
believe  he  didn’t  mind.  When  he 
first  made  his  announcement  of

Painter  Jean  Vallon  is  bringing  a 
lesbian  sensibility  to  Piedmont, 
Virginia.  Vallon’s  work  is  current¬ 
ly  being  shown  at  the  McGuffey 
Art  Center  in  Charlottesville. 
Readers  familiar  with  GCN,  off 
our  backs  or  other  feminist,  gay  or 
lesbian  publications  will  recognize 
Vallon’s  style  in  the  painting 
reproduced  here,  “Awakening.” 

Portraits  of  women  form  the 
backbone  of  Vallon’s  work.  “I 
Am  Everything  You  Ever  Ate,”  a 
tribute  to  the  artist’s  grandmother, 
uses  a  ground-up  perspective  to 
place  a  large  woman  in  front  of  a 
refrigerator. 

Vallon  also  captures  humor  in 
her  work.  “Her  Favorite 
Shoes”  focuses  on  the  model’s 
high-heeled  pumps.  To  express  the 
urge  to  be  taken  care  of  during  the 
process  of  adult  decision-making, 
“Wonderland”  clothes  a  giant 
woman  in  a  child’s  dress  and 
anklets.  Like  Vallon  herself  has 
done,  the  figure  ponders  the 
choice  between  city  life  and  a  cabin 
on  a  mountainside.

veto,”  said  Dorsey.  ‘‘It  is  unclear 
whether  he  has  the  authority  to 
veto  language  within  the  line  item. 
The  [foster  care  placement] 
language  is  contained  as  part  of 
the  line  item  for  DSS.” 

Gay  and  Lesbian  Advocates  and 
Defenders  (GLAD)  would  chal¬ 
lenge  the  amendment  in  court  if 
Dukakis  signs  it  into  law,  said 
Kevin  Cathcart,  executive  director 
of  GLAD.  ‘‘There  is  no  question 
in  my  mind  that  this  amendment  is 
unconstitutional,”  said  Cathcart. 
“It  is  flat  out  wrong  and  I  expect 
that  the  courts  would  see  that. 
[The  legislature]  cannot  simply 
make  irrational  pronouncements 
and  say  gay  and  bisexual  people 
are  a  psychological  threat  to  the 
well-being  of  a  child.” 

If  Dukakis  vetoes  the  amend¬ 
ment,  as  Cathcart  suspects  he  will, 
“it  is  important  for  people  to 
remember  that  [a  veto]  does  not 
settle  the  issue  of  foster  care  in 
Massachusetts.  We  still  have  to  de¬ 
mand  that  the  current  foster  care 
placement  policy  be  changed.” 

Boston  area  media  are  hyping 
Dukakis’s  upcoming  decision  on 
the  amendment.  The  cover  of  the 
June  18  Boston  Herald  included 
one-inch  tall  letters  proclaiming, 
“Lawmakers  force  gov  to  decide 
[ — ]  Gay  foster  issue  in  Duke’s 
hands.”  On  the  same  day,  all  news 
radio  station,  WEEI,  polled  its 
listeners  with  the  question,  “Do 
you  think  that  a  gay  couple  should 
have  the  right  to  parent?” 

The  case  of  the 
“misunderstood”  policy 

Hours  prior  to  the  Senate  vote, 
Johnston  convened  a  press  con¬ 
ference  to  announce  he  would 
adopt  all  recommendations  made 
by  the  state-appointed  commission 
on  foster  care  —  except  the  one 
which  addressed  potential  lesbian 
and  gay  foster  parents.  The  com¬ 
mission  recommended  that  sexual 
preference  not  be  an  over-riding 
determinant  in  foster  placement 
and  that  all  placements  be  made  on 
a  case-by-base  basis. 

The  current  policy  has  been 
“misinterpreted . .  .misunder¬ 
stood  [and]  mischaracterized,”  said 


Johnston.  “It’s  been  misinter¬ 
preted  as  a  policy  that’s  anti-gay. 
It’s  not  anti-gay.  It  does  not  pro¬ 
hibit  [lesbians  and  gay  men]  from 
becoming  foster  parents  in  any 
sense.”  DSS  has  received  500  ap¬ 
plications  from  potential  foster 
parents  and  not  one  of  them  has 
been  a  lesbian  or  a  gay  man,  noted 
Johnston.  Johnston’s  tone  at  the 
press  conference  substantially  dif¬ 
fered  from  his  announcement  two 
years  ago  when  he  introduced  the 
current  foster  care  placement 
policy.  At  that  time  he  stated  it 
would  be  “highly  unlikely”  that 
lesbians  or  gay  men  would  become 
foster  parents  under  the  policy. 

“Technically,  Johnston  is  right 
when  he  says  the  present  policy 
doesn’t  exclude  gays,”  noted  Jac¬ 
quelyn  Bowman,  chair  of  the  sub¬ 
committee  that  drafted  the  place¬ 
ment  policy  recommendations. 
“The  problem  is  the  focus  of  the 
current  policy.  The  focus  is  not  on 
the  child.  The  focus  is  on  the  appli¬ 
cant.  It  determines  what  is  in  the 
child’s  best  interest  without  look¬ 
ing  at  the  child.  That,  I  think,  is 
presumptuous.  Almost  as 
presumptuous  as  saying  gay  peo¬ 
ple  can’t  be  good  parents. 

“The  [current  policy]  is  written 
so  it  won’t  exclude  any  group  off¬ 
hand,’’  continued  Bowman. 
“[But]  in  reality  it  will  be  hard  for 
any  new  gay  person  to  become  a 
foster  parent.” 

As  a  result  of  the  current  policy, 
“some  area  [DSS]  offices  don’t 
care  about  the  best  placement  for 
children.  If  they  can  place  them 
with  a  relative  that’s  what  they 
do,”  said  Joseph  Leavy,  chair  of 
the  foster  care  commission. 
“Given  the  fact  that  we’ve  got 
6,500  kids  in  the  foster  care  system 
and  people  are  always  strapped  for 
foster  care  placements  it’s  not 
possible  to  exclude  good,  dedic¬ 
ated,  stable  people  who  are  willing 
to  take  kids.”  Leavy  said  he 
wasn’t  advocating  a  “pro-gay”  or 
“anti-gay”  policy.  “I  say  it’s  good 
child  care  practices.” 

Johnston  did  acknowledge  that 
there  may  be  times  when  a  lesbian 
or  gay  foster  parent  may  be  prefer¬ 
able  for  a  foster  child.  He  refused 
Continued  on  page  11

his  illness,  most,  if  not  all,  of  his 
closest  gay  friends  headed  for  the 
hills.  That’s  what  is  so  incredibly 
frustrating  in  dealing  with  Holly¬ 
wood.  The  deceit  has  been  going 
on  for  so  long  that  it’s  almost  im¬ 
penetrable. 

GCN:  Speaking  of  Hollywood, 
is  anyone  about  to  produce  Tales 
of  the  City?  Last  time  we  spoke 
Home  Box  Office  had  bought  the 
rights. 

AM:  It’s  still  on  a  shelf  at  HBO. 

I  do  get  other  offers  —  Warner 
Brothers  wanted  to  turn  it  into  a 
weekly  series  for  ABC.  But  the 
more  I  talked  with  them  the  more 
it  was  clear  to  me  that  they  were 
squeamish  about  the  nonchalant 
depiction  of  homosexuality.  They 
can  deal  with  us  as  anguished,  or 
as  campy  walk-ons,  but  God  for¬ 
bid  they  treat  us  as  a  normal  part 
of  life.  Most  recently  I’ve  heard 
from  Dolly  Parton’s  company. 
We’ll  see  what  happens  with  that. 

GCN :  Dolly  as  Mrs.  Madrigal? 
Or  Mona?  Or. .  . 

AM:  Don’t  say  Wren  Douglas! 

GCN:  Alright,  but  I  wanted  to 
ask  about  her.  Where  did  this  glor¬ 
ious,  beautiful  model  cum  fat  ac¬ 
tivist  come  from?  I  think  that  of  all 
the  new  characters  in  Significant 
Others,  she’s  the  most  successful. 

AM:  Where  did  she  come  from? 
Guess!  [Maupin  pats  his  stomach.] 
Actually  she’s  based  in  part  on  a 
friend  of  mine  who  is  a  comedian 
as  well  as  being  fat,  pretty  and  pro¬ 
ud  of  it.  Wren’s  experiences  on  her 
book  promotion  tour  are  based  on 
my  own. 

GCN:  What’s  it  tike  being  on  a 
book  tour  like  this  one? 

AM:  It’s  confusing.  After  a 
while  I  begin  to  forget  what  city 
I’m  in.  You  spend  a  lot  of  time 
talking  to  the  media,  so  a  lot  of  it 
depends  on  the  intelligence  of  the 
interviewers.  After  all  these  years 
I’m  still  astonished  at  the  homo¬ 
phobia  that  exists  in  the  media.  So¬ 
meone  actually  asked  me  the  other 
day  if  you  could  be  seduced  into 
homosexuality!  Wren’s  book  tour 
gave  me  the  opportunity  to  make  a 
few  observations  about  the  media. 

GCN:  And  Mary  Ann?  What’s 
happened  to  Mary  Ann? 

AM:  Mary  Ann  is  my  caveat  to 
myself  about  ambition  and  success. 

I  like  her  though  —  she’ll  improve. 

GCN:  You’ve  said  before  that 
all  of  your  characters  are  aspects  of 
yourself. 

AM:  At  least  in  part.  DeDe’s  at¬ 
tempts  to  deal  with  being  rich  are 
based  on  my  experiences.  I  come 
from  a  stuffy  old  Southern  family. 

GCN :  You  have  a  lot  of  lesbian 
fans,  and  several  of  them  have  told 
me  that  in  Wimminwood you  cap¬ 
tured  a  women’s  music  festival 
perfectly.  How  do  you  develop 
your  lesbian  characters? 

AM:  I  start  by  talking  to  my  les¬ 
bian  friends  and  pumping  them 
for  information.  I  have  several 
who  read  the  manuscript  and  give 
suggestions.  Also,  since  the  story 
first  appears  serially  in  the  Ex¬ 
aminer  I  get  feedback  daily.  But  I 
think  the  most  important  thing  is 
that  while  I  want  to  get  the  facts  as 
accurate  as  I  can,  the  most  impor¬ 
tant  thing  is  to  get  the  emotional 
content.  That’s  what  everyone  can 
identify  with.  It’s  funny,  many 
people  have  told  me  I  don’t  do 
men  characters  as  well  as  women. 

GCN:  Looking  at  your  new 
characters,  I  have  to  say  I  don’t 
think  that  Thack,  Michael’s  new 
love  interest,  is  as  interesting  a 
character  as  Wren  or  Mable. 

AM:  Sometimes  it  takes  a  book 
or  two  for  them  to  really  flesh  out. 
Look  at  DeDe. 

GCN:  What  about  the  next 
book  then?  Have  you  started  it? 
And  Armistead,  when  is  Mona 
really  coming  back?  Living  in 
England  doesn  ’t  count. 

AM:  I’m  thinking  about  a  new 
column  now.  It  usually  runs  for 
about  six  months  in  the  paper. 
Then  I  spend  six  months  shaping  it 
into  a  book,  the  book  is  in  produc¬ 
tion  for  about  six  months,  then  I 
cool  my  heels  for  six  months.  The 


column  is  really  my  first  draft.  1  do 
a  lot  of  rewriting  for  the  books. 
For  the  new  one  you’ll  be  inter¬ 
ested  to  know  that  Terry  and  I 
have  rented  a  villa  on  Lesbos  in 
October. 

GCN:  . . . 

AM:  Yes,  and  I’m  taking 
Michael,  Mrs.  Madrigal,  and 
Mona  with  me. 

GCN:  Wonderful! 

AM:  We’ll  see. . . 

GCN:  /  ’ve  heard  that  you  tested 
positive  on  the  HIV  test. 

AM:  I’  ve  heard  more  than  that. 
There  have  been  rumors  about  my 
having  AIDS  for  the  past  couple  of 
years.  1  was  scheduled  to  give  a 
reading  in  London,  and  the 
bookstore  owner  called  me  and 
said  “I  guess  you  won’t  be  making 
it,”  and  I  said  “Why?”,  and  she 
told  me  that  she’d  heard  I  was  dy¬ 
ing  from  AIDS.  In  fact  a  few  years 
back  I  had  a  persistent  flu  and 
gastritis.  And  at  the  time  —  it  was 
at  the  time  Rock  announced  that 
he  had  AIDS  —  I  was  so  anxious 
about  it  that  my  doctor  told  me  I 
manifested  every  AIDS  symptom 
except  the  one  I  needed;  weight 
loss. 

I’ve  always  made  a  point  of  be¬ 
ing  perfectly  honest.  If  I  had 
AIDS,  people  would  hear  it  from 
me.  Actually,  I  took  the  test  and  it 
was  negative.  Whatever  that 
means. 

GCN:  Last  time  we  talked  1  ask¬ 
ed  you  something  about  how  you 
saw  AIDS  affecting  the  gay  com¬ 
munity  and  you  said  something 
about  a  return  to  romance. 

AM:  Oh  no,  did  I  really  say 
that? 

GCN:  Yes.  Have  you  seen  that 
come  true  or. . . 

AM:  I’m  sorry  I  said  that 
because  it  implies  there  wasn’t  any 
romance  in  gay  life  and  there  cer¬ 
tainly  was.  Now  I  would  only  say 
how  it  has  affected  me  to  live  in  the 
middle  of  a  holocaust. 

I  am  seriously  in  love  for  the 
first  time  in  43  years.  And  AIDS 
has  given  an  exquisite  kind  of  im¬ 
portance  to  every  healthy  mo¬ 
ment.  Every  day  is  a  gift.  I’m  not 
sure  what  else  to  say.  These  days 
I’m  a  happy  man.

to  state  any  specific  instances  and 
he  cautioned  social  workers 
against  validating  a  lesbian  or  gay 
foster  child’s  self-identification. 
“A  lot  of  people  have  a  period  in 
life  where  they’re  acting  out  sex  in 
a  variety  of  ways,”  said  Johnston, 
referring  to  14-  to  15-year-old 
adolescents.  “It’s  dangerous  for 
social  workers  in  general  to  label  a 
child’s  sexual  preference  that  early 
in  life.” 

“Kids  can  make  those  kind  of 
choices  if  they  are  so-called 
choices,”  said  Scott  Kennedy, 
president  of  Boston  Area  Lesbian 
and  Gay  Youth.  “Some  of  our 
members  are  15,  a  lot  are  16  — 
they  know  exactly  what  they’re  do¬ 
ing. . ..  Kids  have  [sexual]  feelings 
early  in  life.  Saying  there’s  some 
kind  of  cut-off  age  —  that  now 
I’m  17  so  I  can  feel  these  things  — 
that’s  bullshit.”

According  to  many  observers, 
the  refusal  of  Dukakis  and 
Johnston  to  change  the  policy  is 
motivated  by  the  governor’s 
presidential  aspirations.  “It’s  hard 
not  to  see  it  as  a  political 
decision,”  said  Bowman.  Children 
should  be  placed  on  the  basis  of 
their  individual  needs,  not  based 
on  “whether  someone’s  a  politi¬ 
cian  or  whether  someone’s  going 
to  be  president.  I  really  believe 
Dukakis  made  the  decision  about 
the  foster  care  placement  policy 
because  of  politics.  On  the  one 
hand  he  fights  vigorously  for  gay 
rights  and  anti-discrimination  bills 
and  on  the  other  hand  he  accedes  to 
a  policy  where  there  is  not  only 
discrimination  against  gays  but 
against  single  parents.” 

A  number  of  people  close  to  the 
situation  speculated  that  the  deci¬ 
sion  to  stand  by  the  current  policy 
may  have  been  an  effort  to  main¬ 
tain  a  strong  position  from  which 
to  negotiate  during  upcoming 
litigation.  “My  opinion  is  that 
when  they  [Dukakis  and  John¬ 
ston]  came  out  with  statements 
[regarding  foster  care  placements] 
one  of  the  things  that  was  weighing 
on  them  was  that  court  litigation  is 
coming  up,”  said  Joseph  Leavy, 
chair  of  the  foster  care  commis¬ 
sion.  “I  think  what’s  going  to 
come  out  of  the  litigation  is  much 
more  similar  to  our  recommenda¬ 
tions.” 

A  source  who  asked  not  to  be 
named  told  GCN  that  Johnston 
told  some  members  of  the  foster 
care  commission  something  to  the 
effect  of,  “. .  .nothing  is  cast  in 
concrete.  We’re  in  the.  middle  of 
litigation.  Don’t  be  surprised  if  the 
final  settlement  resembles  your 
recommendation.  Of  course,  I 
can’t  say  this  publicly.” 

Leavy  maintains  that  Dukakis’s 
main  motivation  for  holding  on  to 
the  controversial  policy  is  that 
“the  governor  does  feel  deep  down 
that  his  existing  policy  is  pushing 
the  primacy  of  the  family.” 

Lawyers  representing  the  plain¬ 
tiffs  in  the  foster  care  suit  have 
recently  filed  a  motion  to  force 
state  officials  to  turn  over 
documents  that  they  have  been  un¬ 
willing  to  provide.  The  documents 
include  DSS  memoranda 
regarding  foster  care  policy  enact¬ 
ment,  lesbian/gay  foster  parents 
and  draft  regulations  on  lesbian 
and  gay  foster  parents.  A  court 
hearing  on  the  motion  will  take 
place  on  June  25.

When  they 
do  this  they  take  basically  all  of 
the  prisoner’s  property  to 
‘storage’  including  his/her  ad¬ 
dress  ‘book’.  (Very  often  they 
then  ‘lose’  crucial  items  like 
these.)  So  if  you  don’t  hear  from 
someone  for  awhile,  it  may  be 
that  they’ve  been  isolated  and/or 
their  addresses  have  been  con- 
fiscated.

Not  All  Parents  Are  Straight. 

By  Kevin  White.  WGBH-TV,  Boston,  Channel 
2,  Thursday,  June  25,  11pm.  Repeat:  Chan¬ 
nel  44,  Tuesday,  June  30,  8:30pm. 

Close-up.  A  teenage  girl  describes 
her  feelings  about  a  gay  adult.  That’s 
how  “Not  All  Parents  Are  Straight,”  a 
video  documentary,  opens.  And  the  fact 
that  we  have  to  guess  who  she  is,  what 
her  family  situation  is,  and  to  whom  she 
is  speaking  marks  the  first  of  many 
times  we  are  asked  to  put  together  the 
puzzle  this  documentary  offers  us. 

Suddenly,  we’re  beamed  into  the 
middle  of  the  Phil  Donahue  Show. 
Finally,  we  hear  a  narrator’s  voice-over. 
He  says  there  are  four  million  gay 
parents  caring  for  eight  to  ten  million 
children.  He  says  25  to  35  percent  of 
gay  women  are  mothers,  and  that  ten  to 
15  percent  of  gay  men  are  fathers.  But 
are  these  gay  parents  living  with 
straight  spouses,  are  they  separated  or 
divorced,  are  they  living  with  gay  lovers, 
are  they  openly  gay ?  More  puzzle 
pieces  we  have  to  assemble  ourselves. 

The  meat  of  the  documentary  is  six 
vignettes  of  gay  parents  and  their  rela¬ 
tionships  with  their  children.  Sand¬ 
wiched  between  the  vignettes  are  bits 
of  monologue  from  a  discussion  group 
of  three  offspring  of  gay  parents.  Two 
of  these  teenagers  are  girls  who  assert 
their  straightness.  The  third  is  a  boy 
whose  speech,  appearance  and  man¬ 
nerisms  are  stereotypically  gay,  but  we 
never  find  out  how  he  identifies  himself 
sexually. 

The  first  family  featured  is  of  gay  dad 
Dan,  daughter  Heather  (19),  and  son 
Paul  (16).  The  sterile  interview  style  — 
separate  monologues  with  no  interac¬ 
tion  among  the  family  members  —  is 
set  here  and  remains  intact  for  most  of 
the  rest  of  the  program.  Steel  drum 
music  and  solitary  piano  lines  add 
disinfectant  overkill.  Any  interaction 
among  family  members  is  relegated  to 
video  cut-ins  during  the  monologues. 
Dan  plays  the  piano  with  gay 
flourishes. 

The  second  family,  gay  mom  Jeanne 
and  son  John,  is  the  most  poignantly 
portrayed.  Contributing  to  the  intense 
emotions  in  this  segment  are  Jeanne’s 
wisdom  and  the  precociousness  of  pre- 
teen  John.  Both  are  very  articulate.  We 
yearn  to  see  them  interact  verbally.  The 
producer/director  does  not  allow  it. 

Not  until  the  third  family  is  featured 
do  we  get  to  see  a  parent  (Anne)  and  her 
lover  (Claudia)  together.  But  again,  the 
closest  we  get  to  any  interaction  during 
the  interview  is  Anne  and  Claudia  sit¬ 
ting  together. 

Family  Number  Four  breaks  the  iso¬ 
lation  mold.  Finally,  we  get  to  see  live 
interaction  among  gay  mom  Carmen 
and  sons  Tony  (16)  and  Marty  (13). 

Marty:  “She  doesn’t  try  to  make  me 
gay.” 

Tony  (joking  to  Marty):  “You  make 
yourself  gay.” 

In  Family  Number  Five,  we  are  intro¬ 
duced  to  gay  dad  Tony  and  his  lover 
Alan,  and  Tony’s  biological  son  Jon,  his 
foster  son  Mike,  and  his  adopted  son 
“Scoot.”  The  program’s  second  emo¬ 
tional  high  is  reached  the  second  time 
family  interaction  is  permitted:  Jon 
asks  Scoot  about  Tony  and  Alan's  love 
relationship.  Scoot  responds,  “They 
care  about  each  other  and  they  care 
about  us.” 

Family  Number  Six  features  gay 
father  Paul  and  his  daughter  Sabina 
(16).  Paul’s  appearance  reeks  of 
“Castro  Clone.”  He  boasts  active 
dating,  and  we  wonder  if  this  carefree 
soul  practices  safe  sex.  Eventually  we 
learn  he  has  died  from  AIDS. 

Producer/director  Kevin  White  knows 
that  not  all  parents  are  straight.  What 
he  needs  to  know  is  that  the  family  is 
greater  than  the  sum  of  its  parts.
